Wu，who was born in Shanghai 
and is now' an American citizen， 


besan working for CAL in July， 
1970. She had a good work record 
and_ never received an unfavor- 
able recommendation，she said， 
but she had been outspoken on 
several internal office issues in- 
cluding the workers demand for 
an air conditioner in the ticket- 
ing office. 

The first Wu heard of the 
regulation Tegarding outside 
travel industry ties was in 1976, in 
the form of a memo to all CAL

China appears to be paying 
nearly all of the debts from some 
of the smaller companies, but only 
a fraction of the debts owed to 
ljarger.， companies， Orbelian 
reported， The St，EFrancis Hotel 
Ieceived 10% of the .$25,000 
owed，but Kappa and Graham， 
which lost $1,200 on the show， 
Teceived nearly 63 匈 , or $750.

Last years China Trade Exhibition. was intended 
to _ Promote US-<hina trade and friendship by 
introducing Chinese handicrafts，traditional arts， 
machinery and other products, :to American busi- 
nesspeople and the general public. Yet，while the 
publicity promised a wealth of cultural items and 


a taste of Chinese culture， 


a trade show displaying 


the exhibit was basically 
"potential products for 


exports，、Ultimately，ticket sales were poor， and 
$3 million in debts were accrued by the time the 


China .exhibit completed 


its three-city tour and 


the US trade show in Beijing ended. 

After the private American company financing 
and managing the show declared bankruptcy，many 
concerned creditors looked towards China for pay- 


ment. China Was

however， Under any 


obligation' to make good the debts incurred by 
the US9 company._ Chinese companies were also， 


Oowed- 9$200,000; and had 


there been profits from 


the show,， China would not have seen anysof 让 . 

Yet Beijing has finally responded to the calls 
for a “good-will gesture”to- at least partially- com- 
pensate US companies for their losses，despite the 
tremendous financial strains already suffered by 
Chinas economy. This action while actually re- 
turning less' than 10% of the debts，nonetheless 
indicates China's concern for 'foreign _ trade，and 
syInpathy for the risks taken by Western companies 
Who pursue China trade. It should do much to re- 
store faith 雇 Beijing's _ attitude towards foreign 


trade. 


While this efftort i welcomed，we hope that 
Beijing will be able to leatn 位 oni this exhibit 人 asco， 
and will PP the future more carefully scrutinize 
the credentials of those with whom they entrust 
their trade and will more judiciously -weigh the 
Tisks _ involved with contractual agreements and 


”joint ventures.

Sion of the 1965 Voting Rights Act， 


but after a meeting with Attorney. 


General William French Smith， 
indicated that he would prefer a 
version that makes 让 :easier for 
states to “bail out” of the law's 
pre-clearance requirements，amnd 
which would require -plaintiffs 
who charge their votings rights 
have been denied to Prove that 
there Was intent to do so rather 
than just prove the result， 1 

The act presently requires nine 
Southern states and parts of 13 
others to preclear with the Justice 
Department any changes in their 
election laws， 

DEFEAT 

Reagans initial decision 
Support the`Voting Rights Act 迹 
any form sent to him by Congress 
Was viewed as a defeat for Smith， 
who as attorney general was the 
presidents chief adviser on the 
issue. Smith had recommended
